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Communist party Two-cent gasoline tax 
power base in 
Portugal fading 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) — Portugal’s 
two big moderate parties called protest 
demonstrations in Lisbon, Porto and two 
other towns today to demand the ouster 
of Premier Vasco Goncalves and his 
Communist allies from the government. 
New anti-Communist rioting shook 
northern Portugal Wednesday night. 
The Communist party announced it 
would hold a counter-rally in Lisbon in 
support of the prime minister whose pro- 
Communist policies have provoked a 
wave of street violence and heavy dis­ 
sension within the armed forces. 
Gen. Otelo Saraivo de Carvalho, the 
military security chief, issued a state­ 
ment Wednesday attacking the Com­ 
munists, the "bourgeois parties” and the 
ruling left-wing Armed Forces Move­ 
ment. He proposed a new far-left form of 
government independent of Communists 
and moderate groups. 
The Carvalho document was dubbed as 
a left-wing alternative to the manifesto 
drawn up by nine moderate officers led 
by former Foreign Minister Maj. 
Ernesto Melo An tunes. 
The moderates’ plan called for the rul­ 
ing military regime to scrap its decision 
to turn Portugal into a Soviet-style “Peo­ 
ples Democracy.” 
More than 80 per cent of the military 
units in Portugal were reported to have 
endorsed the moderates’ proposal along 
with the Socialists and the other major 
non-Communist parties. 
As the politicians laid out their 


demonstration plans, a mob in Arcos de 
Valdevez Wednesday night drove the 
Communists out of that far northern 
town and burned the party’s local 
headquarters. The mob was swelled by 
farmers attending an agricultural fair. 
Police said troops were brought in at 
midnight to prevent what they called a 
“witch hunt” for any remaining Com­ 
munists. Several Communists were 
reported to have suffered minor injuries 
as they fought their way from their 
headquarters through the surrounding 
mob. 
Similar rioting in 50 or more other 
towns and cities over the past three 
weeks has caused six deaths and more 
than 100 injured. 
The Socialists said they hoped to draw 
a crowd of 50,000 to the party’s rally 
tonight in Lisbon and smaller crowds in 
in the northern city of Porto and in Por- 
timao on the southern coast. The Popular 
Democrats said they expected a sizeable 
crowd at a similar rally in the suburban 
town of Cascais. 
Both parties — the country’s biggest 
vote getters — said they were taking 
precautions to prevent the possibility of 
violence. Despite this, some politicians 
said they would not rule out the pos­ 
sibility of incidents. 
The violence in Arcos de Valdevez 
broke out when a crowd swelled by 
farmers attending a county fair decided 
to march on the local Communist 
headquarters. 


Planners say tract 


roadway not needed

The County Planning Commission 
voted yesterday against requiring Lom­ 
poc Valley developers to build a $75,000 
roadway to serve a proposed 34-unit ad­ 
dition to a Mesa Oaks residential sub­ 
division on the grounds that the current 
single access was sufficient pending 
further development of the area. 
Commissioner Robert Lilley paved the 
way for the action which tallied with a 
recommendation of County Transporta­ 
tion Director Leland Steward and op­ 
posed a suggestion by new County Fire 
Marshal Don Oaks that a new road linkup 
be carried out to connect on the north 
with Burton Mesa Blvd. 
A verbal clash ensued between Lilley 
and Oaks when Chief Oaks contended the 
34 new homes to be built on the 225-acre 
hillside area northeast of Lompoc would 
well use faster response from county 
firemen if the new road were built. 
Lilley contended there would not be 
that much difference if the engines went 
through the present development. 
Current access is via Onstott Rd. 
The motion for approval of the ten­ 
tative map for the project with the condi­ 
tion the north road extension be carried 
out by an 8-1 vote with Commissioner 
Zita Nielsen opposed. Ulley’s motion 
called on the developers, Donald L. 
Lewis and Mrs. Margaret Courtney, to 


have the second access road built even if 
a minor new development takes place. 
Steward told the board he felt fire 
dangers for the new tract wouldn’t be 
more acute without the second access 
road. 
Planning Director Britt Johnson and 
Steward both told the board that it was 
up to the commission to decide how to 
handle conflicting recommendations of 
two county departments in such a case. 
The commission did approve a Fire 
Department request that three fire 
hydrants be installed for the project. 
Oaks insisted that he was asking for 
the new road in accord with county or­ 
dinance terms, but Lilley said he felt the 
request to build “several miles of new 
road to serve these houses was a tough 
condition.” Oaks cited the need for more 
than a single access where there were 
more than 20 new single family homes 
set up. 
“Our response time would be doubled 
to the new development over that if the 
new road were put in,” he told the com­ 
mission. 
Developer Lewis told the commission 
he felt the single access was sufficient 
for now, saw no problems of fire danger 
particularly in view of a weed control 
program on neighboring lands, and felt 
the development would be served with 
sufficient water and sewer services 
without any problem.

This is the first of a series dealing with 
minors and juveniles buying and drink­ 
ing alcohol and the laws pertaining to the 
problem.

The scene is oh, so familiar. It happens 
many times every Friday and Saturday 
night in Lompoc and the rest of the state. 
A young person, usually between the 
ages of 16 and 21, walks into a liquor 
store, picks up a six-pack of beer or bot­ 
tle of wine and sets it on the counter for 
the clerk to ring up on the register. 
The clerk, after a look at the person, 
either goes ahead and makes the sale, or 
asks, “May I see some ID please.” 
In the latter case, one of three things 
will usually happen. The would-be buyer 
either: 
...mumbles, "It’s in the car,” or “I 
forgot it” and walks off never to be seen 
again, leaving the booze behind on the 
counter... 
...pulls out some identification 
with 
either the facts or picture altered and 
makes the purchase... 
...or hands the clerk his or her own ID 
as requested and after a cursory ex­ 
amination is politely reminded, “Sorry 
but you have to be 21.” 
It’s the age old game of minors buying 
and attem pting to buy alcoholic 
beverages. It’s the game you play if you 
want to drink but you’re not of legal age. 
Drinking is probably the single most 
popular pastime in the 16-21 age group. 
No statistics exist on how many of the 
people in this category drink but the es­ 
timates are high. 
Three 17-year-old girls all put the 
number of their peers who drink at be- 
teen 75 and 85 per cent, and maybe more. 
Another put the figure at closer to 100 
per cent. 
Lew Copeland, director of the Lompoc 
Drop In Center for young people, also put 
the figure at about 75 or 85 per cent. 
“Kids are not much different from 
adults as far as needing or abusing 
alcohol and that’s about the rate for 
adults,” Copeland said. 
These figures are for young people who 
drink once in awhile. Social drinkers, not 
those with drinking problems — they are 
a story in themselves. 
Just about everyone seems to agree 
there’s a lot of illegal drinking going on 
among the underage group and that it is 
a problem of sorts. 
Agent Vern Stevens, Lompoc police: 


“It’s probably no more of a problem 
here than it is everywhere else We pour 
a heck of a lot of it, I know that. There’s 
a hell of a lot of booze out there. Where it 
comes from is another question.” 
“You stop any kid out there after 10 at 
night and if he likes to drink he has it on 
his breath,” said Stevens. 
Question number one, like Stevens 
said, is where does it come from? 
That’s easy. Grocery stores, liquor 
stores, convenience stores, just about 
anyplace that sells it. 
The next question is how do they get it? 
Actually, the stuff is fairly easy to ob­ 
tain. 
First of all, you can play the game. 
Walk into a store and try to buy the stuff. 
If you're 18 or 19 and look somewhat 
older, you probably have a fair chance of 
not being asked for an ID. 
Every store clerk in town can probably 
tell of some person he swore was at least 
25 but just on the off chance they 
weren’t, decided to ask for an ID and 
found an 18-year-old. 


For guys, long hair, mustaches, beards 
and sideburns all add age to looks. Buy a 
package of razor blades, with an obvious 
need for them and the clerk may ring the 
six-pack up right along with the razor 


further study. It then would face the 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Because of a steep decline in gasoline 
tax funds, officials say California is un­ 
able to meet requirements for matching 
federal highway construction funds.

Under the amended version, $57 
million of the new revenue would be ear­ 
marked for rapid transit in the counties 
of Alameda, Los Angeles, San Diego, San 
Francisco, San Mateo and Santa Clara. 
Those counties are authorized to spend 
some of their gas tax funds for rapid 
transit purposes. 
The bill was strongly supported by 
organized labor and the construction in­ 
dustry, whose representatives cited in­ 
creasing unemployment and warned 
without the tax increase even more 
workers would become jobless

Drivers licenses can be altered but it’s 
a lot tougher now than it used to be. 
The easiest and probably most often 
used method to obtain spirits, is simply 
have someone of legal drinking age buy. 
There’s plenty of cooperative people 
around. 
One way or another, the kids are get­ 
ting the booze. 
It may come as a surprise to most of 
them but it’s unlawful for persons under 
the age of 21 to drink, be in possession of 
or purchase alcoholic beverages. 
TTie general impression among this 
group is that it’s simply illegal for the 
stores to sell to them and to have in pos­ 
session while driving.

Abducted girl found: man held 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Elaine 
Marguerite Taylor, 7, kidnaped from her 
bedroom Saturday, was reunited with 
her parents after sheriff’s deputies 
arrested her apparent abductor and 
brought her to safety early today. 
The girl, who appeared to be in good 
condition, was taken to a doctor for ex­ 
amination after the reunion at a sheriff's 
substation in suburban Lemon Grove. 
The suspect, whose identity was not 
immediately available, was thought to 
be a gardener who had worked for the 
Taylor family, according to preliminary 
information obtained from field units by 
a sheriff’s spokesman. 
A U.S. Border Patrol tracker who had 
taken part in earlier search operations 
saw a child’s tracks a few miles from the 
Mexican border about daybreak and 
called toe sheriff’s office, Sheriff’s Lt. 
Dusty Rhodes said. 
A sheriff’s helicopter flown by David 
Hammun and John Heene was launched, 


and the the two men spotted the girl and 
toe suspect three miles east of the South 
County dump at Otay, about 10 miles 
southeast of the Spring Valley residence 
from which the girl was kidnaped. 
The suspect was lying in the grass and 
was apprehended by deputies from four 
sheriff’s patrol units. He gave no 
resistance. 
The little blonde girl was found hud­ 
dled under a tom blanket in nearby 
bushes. 
The girl, daughter of Dr. Phillip Taylor 
and his estranged wife Carole, vanished 
from a bedroom in her fashionable home 
early Saturday and investigators said 
her abductor also took a white dacron 
blanket. 
The girl was found less than 24 hours 
after a widespread residential and rural 
search was called off. Hundreds of 
deputies, sheriff’s reservists. Explorer 
Scouts and military personnel took part 
in the vehicular, foot and horseback 


search. 
Discovery of parts of the blanket led 
foot searchers to brush-dotted canyons 
and an area around a stable, but they 
found no trace of the girl. 
Evidence found at the scene of the kid­ 
naping included a footprint near the 
patio outside the bedroom and dirt on the 
bedroom floor.

The U.S.G.S. has failed to 
provide vital "raw data” sup­ 
plied by the oil company and in 
Interior’s files — and utilized 
by the U.S.G.S. to draft its 
three-volume impact statement 
— to the task force as requested 


by it early this month, super­ 
visors have been told. 
As a result, Reynolds is also 
asking the supervisors to take 
action on behalf of the task 
force of experts “ to force the 
U.S.G.S. to provide us with the 
requisite data” needed to make 
a proper presentation relating 
to Federal claims impact of 
new oil and gas leasing off the 
Santa Barbara coast wouldn’t 
be greatly harmful. 
The supervisors early this 
month had approved a joint 
request by the city and county 
of Santa Barbara calling on the 
U.S.G.S. for the needed data 


There was immediate conjec­ 
ture whether the supervisors 
would unanimously approve the 
new. hard-hitting requests by 
Reynolds on behalf of the task 
force, insofar as the two north 
county supervisors,

and Harrell Fletcher, have 
given solid backing for new oil 
and gas development ventures 
in the area as a means of aiding 
the economy generally and 
providing more jobs. 
Observers 
said they felt, 
however, that Supervisor 


Robert E. Kallman would go 
along with anti-Channel oil 
development foes Supervisors 
Jam es M Slater and Frank J. 
Frost to push through the 
requests. 
Earlier, the Federal hearings 
slated for the Lobero Theatre 
had been postponed from June 
at the request of the county 
when Reynolds said his office 
didn’t have time to appraise the 
three-volume draft EIR runn­ 
ing to 3,006 pages supplied at a 
late date by the Interior 
Department. 
An angry Reynolds, in his 
report to the board, said: 
“ In a nutshell, we found the 
draft EIR is grossly inadequate 
in its failure to display and 
document the full environmen­ 
tal impacts" associated with 
the proposed Federal leasing 
program. 
Earlier, Reynolds had stres­ 
sed that such a program could 
lead to large numbers of ad­ 
ditional drilling platforms in 
the channel, along with 
polluting tanker operations, as 
well as additional m ajor 
onshore installations to serve 
the o ffsh o re p rodu ction 
facilities. 
Conditions anger gator owner

Robert M. Hall, of 256 Toro 
Canyon Rd. also launched an

Hall’s highly critical outburst 
was directed in part against a 
series of conditions proposed by 
the planning staff if the com­ 
mission approved a conditional 
use permit allowing Hall to con­ 
tinue having the alligators. 
He said he could not abide by 
the conditions, which included a 
prohibition against breeding of 
the alligators. 


The commission finally 
granted Hall a two-week con­ 
tinuance so that he could dis­ 
cuss conditions with Mrs. 
Robert Looker, planning com­ 
missioner representing the Car- 
pinteria Valley area where Hall 
resides. Mrs. Looker resides on 
Toro Canyon Rd. in the vicinity 
of Hall’s residence 
Hall’s criticism came in the 
wake of Planning Department 
action directed against con­ 
tinuance of his nursery opera­ 
tion, and T ran sportation 
Department action in removing 
signs Hall had placed in county 
right-of-way urging drivers to 
use caution at an alligator cros­ 
sing 
Hall explained the signs 
should not have been taken so 
seriously, as alligators were 
confined to their ponding area. 
He had been angered, he said, 
about a dog of his killed by a 
speeder. 


Planner seeks policy on 


park space developm^ft£ 


County Planning Commission 
chairman John F. Adam Jr. 
Wednesday deplored the “ lack 
of a county ordinance providing 
a uniform policy" of requiring 
park space be set out by 
developers of new residential 
subdivisions. 
He said “ some are being 
called on to provide park space 
and others are getting off scot 
free if they are located next to a 
park.” 
His comments came as the 
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commission noted there was no 
firm recommendation from the 
Park Department regarding 
park space that might be 
utilized in the latest tract to be 
developed in the Mesa Oaks 
area of Lompoc Valley. 
As it stands now, the county 
cannot force a developer to 
donate park space, although a 
developer can donate open 
space which can provide him 
with credits for higher density 
in the areas he is to place lots. 
Planning D irector Britt 
Johnson said that before a un­ 
iform policy can be set up in 
this respect, the Board of 
Supervisors must adopt an open 
space and recreational element 
of the General Plan. According 
to the present time-table such 
action might not happen before 
late this year or early 1976, he 
felt.

The law makes it a mis­ 
demeanor for minors to be in 
possession of (it's assumed 
you’re in possession if you’re 
drinking) or purchase alcoholic 
beverages. The penalty is a 
mandatory minimum $100 fine. 
One exception is military per­ 
sonnel between 18 and 21 who 
may purchase beer and wine on 
base with the understanding it 
not be taken off base Of course 
that’s flouted occasionally. 
And of course, it’s illegal for 
a minor to have alcohol in pos­ 
session while driving, drive un­ 
der the influence or possess an 
open container. 
Underage drinking can be 
broken 
down 
into 
tw o 
categories as far as law en­ 
forcement is concerned. 
Minors 18-21 are handled 
through the court system as 
adults, due to that quirk in the 
law that says they’re adult 
enough to go to jail for drinking 
but not adult enough to drink. 
Cases under the age of 18 are 
handled through the Juvenile 
Courts and Probation Depart­ 
ment. 
Outside of those handled in 
traffic courts, not many cases 
of this type are prosecuted. 
Ed Lewis, county probation 
department, said the number of 
alcohol related cases that go 
through probation is probably 
much less than 10 per cent. 
Stevens said the police 
department has no set policy on 
handling youths in possession. 
“ It varies from officer to of­ 
ficer and whether they are un­ 
der 18 or not.” 
“ If they’re between 18 and 21, 
the officer has several options. 
Pour it, or pour it and call their 
parents to the scene, which is 
done most of the time. If they 
give any problems at all, we 
arrest them and bring them to 
the station.” 


County smokers take 
new edict in stride 


Veteran sm okers among 
county officials are taking in 
stride the rather surprising new 
edict of the Board of Super­ 
visors Monday in forbidding 
smoking at public meetings in 
county buildings. 


Although “ no smoking" signs 
have yet to be posted in the 
hearing rooms affected in the 
county building and elsewhere, 
county supervisors and plann­ 
ing commissioners have obeyed 
the new policy declaration and 
resigned themselves to be for 
hours at a time now without 
cigarettes, cigars or pipes. 
The air was unusually clear in 
the Planning Commission hear­ 
ing room yesterday as the 
several heavy smokers on the 
com m ission and on staff 
refrained from lighting up. 
The moment the morning and 
afternoon sessions were ended, 
however, the lighting up 
process started. 
Planning D irector B ritt 
Johnson, deprived of his usual 
allotment of cigarettes, con­ 
tended humorously that the new 
rule might stretch out some 
meetings by causing smokers 
on the board of commission to 
take more recesses. 
Others felt the sessions might 
be more speedily ended by 
those running the meetings anx­ 
ious to savor tabacco again. 


"Once in the station, they can 
be booked, released on their 
own recognizance or released 
to their parents.” 
“ Anytime anyone under 18 
comes in,a report is written and 
comes to me I interview them 
and the parents, counsel them 
and if I feel they can be 
released, then I handle it that 
way.

Stevens said. 
It is also a misdemeanor to 
use a false ID and the same $100 
minimum fine stands 
Stevens said he doesn’t see 
too many cases of false ID’s. 
Penalties or no the game will 
probably go on. It's the old 
situation if you want something 
bad enough, you can probably 
find a way to get it, or where 
there's a will, there’s a way. 
The will to drink is one thing 
young people certainly seem to 
have. 


Next, the problems stores 
have in dealing with this 
problem will be examined, as 
well as the laws and penalties 
pertaining to them.

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Retail, wholesale 
inventories hiked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
tail and wholesale businesses 
increased inventories in June 
for the first time in five 
months, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment said today in another 
strong indication that the reces­ 
sion is coming to an end. 
Retail inventories rose $175 
million and wholesale $85 
million to end four months of 
liquidation which had contribut­ 
ed to a slowdown in industrial 
production and higher unem­ 
ployment. 
Manufacturing and accom­ 
panying employment generally 
pick up as wholesaler and 
retailers buy goods to increase 
their inventories. 
Despite the increases at the 
wholesale and retail level, 
overall inventory liquidation 
continued in June for the fifth 
co n secu tiv e 
month. 
Manufacturers with record 
backlogs of goods continued to 
sell from their storerooms and 
their inventories dropped $900 
million. 
The total decline for the 
month of $640 million compared 
with a $2 6 million decline in 
May. 
Since January, when back­ 
room stores were at a record 
high of $271.9 billion, invento­ 
ries have fallen 2.9 per cent. 
Inventory analysis is one of 
the government's key barome­ 
ters of economic health. When 
business has more goods than it 
can sell, it stops production and 
lays off workers. But as inven­ 
tories rise, production and un­ 
employment also increase. 
The signals from retailers 
and wholesalers that they have 
increased buying is an indica­ 
tion that the production of 
manufactured goods should im­ 
prove. 
Administration officials have 
said the recession ended in the 
spring and that the economy is 
on its way to recovery. The 
Commerce D epartm ent’s 
report on inventories supports 
that administration position.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Senate Republican Leader 
George Deukmejian foresees 
no problem in Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. winning Senate con­ 
firmation of his five appointees 
to the new Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board. 


The appointees came under 
fire, meantime, from the 
California Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation which blasted the gover­ 
nor for naming persons with 
“close union ties” to the board, 
which will begin supervising 
secret ballot elections Aug. 28. 
The Teamsters also have given 
new board members a chilly 
reception. 


Deukmejian, R-Long Beach, 
emerging from a luncheon 
meeting with Brown, Wednes­ 
day said some senators— in­ 
cluding Democrats—will not be 
totally happy with the ap­ 
pointees. 


But he added, “ I personally 
do not think the governor will 
have any problem in getting 
those members confirmed (by 
the Senate.) The Republicans 
as a whole will not be opposing 
them.” 


Allan Grant, president of the 
farm bureau, said the Senate 
Rules Committee should reject 
the nominations. He also said 
preliminary regulations drafted 
by the new state board “are 
weighted heavily in favor of the 
unions.” 


DETROIT (UPI) - The FBI 
says it doubts former Team­ 
sters boss James Hof fa engi­ 
neered his own disappearance. 
An FBI spokesman said 
Wednesday investigators ex­ 
plored the theory Hoffa dropped 
out of sight July 30 to avoid a 
grand jury subpoena but found 
it “doesn’t stack up any more 
than a dozen other theories.” 


Hoffa’s former personal se­ 
cretary, Don Vestal, said in 
Dallas Tuesday he believes Hof­ 
fa set up a phony kidnaping with 
the full knowledge of Teamster 
leaders who did not want Hoffa 
to testify in a grand jury probe 
of the union’s finances. 


Vestal said he thinks Hoffa is 
alive and in voluntary hiding. 


He said it is unlikely Hoffa was 
killed or captured. 
“ He was just too tough. Jim­ 
my was not the kind of man you 
could stick in the ribs with a 
pistol and say, ‘come with me.’ 
If you did. he’d tell you to do it 
there and then or take a walk.” 
In Boston, Teamster strong- 
arm men Wednesday ejected 
reporters from a union meeting 
called by Hoffa’s rival. Team­ 
ster President Frank Fitzsim­ 
mons, after d e 1 e g a t e s un­ 
animously endorsed Fitzsim­ 
mons for re-election.

After getting 
acquainted with members of 
the family I was asked if I 
would consider going to New 
York and appearing with them 
at their press conference. 
“ I replied that outside of ad­ 
ditional publicity, which I 
thought in their case was not 
necessary, that I could not see 
such a move on my part ac­ 
complishing anything.” 
Hearst said he and the Scott 
brothers moved to a hotel bar 
and drank for several hours 
following the meeting and that 
Jack Scott “ took offense” when 
“ a gentleman came by and 
complained about the noise at 
our table.” His brother calmed 
Jack down ad the trio went to 
Hearst’s nearby apartment for 
another hour.

m ay begin 


shuttle 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
There are growing indications 
peace negotiations between 
Israel and Egypt have reached 
the point at which Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger can 
return to his shuttle diplomacy. 
Kissinger was to fly to Vail, 
Colo., to meet with President 
Ford Friday after today's 
speech 
to 
a g ric u ltu r e 
specialists in Birmingham, Ala. 
An Israeli government source 
said Kissinger is likely to begin 
a new shuttle next Wednesday. 
The Cairo newspaper A1 Ahram 
said Kissinger’s trip also will 
take him to Syria, Saudi Arabia 
and Jordan next week. 
The Middle East negotiations 
broke off in March with a 
depressed Kissinger admitting 
his attempts to get both sides to 
agree could not surmount 25 
years of war. 
He and others acknowledged 
that the only chance left was a 
region-wide peace conference 
at Geneva involving the United 
States, Soviet Union and 
r e p r e s e n t a t iv e s of the 
P a le stin ia n 
L ib eratio n 
Organization as well as Israel 
and the Arabs. The first 
meeting of the Geneva con­ 
ference was unable to achieve 
any agreement. 
Since the talks broke off, Kis­ 
singer has tried to mediate 
between Israel and Egypt in 
separate meetings in Washing­ 
ton, Geneva and wherever he 
can. He seems to be having 
some luck. 
In an interview on Austrian 
television Wednesday, Israeli 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin said, “ I 
think we are reaching a stage in 
the negotiations where deci­ 
sions are due ... We are 
reaching the point where the 
scope of a new interim accord 
is becoming more clearly dis­ 
cernible."

delayed 


once again 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(UPI) — A power drain in the 
batteries of the Viking orbiter 
poised for launch to Mars has 
caused a second delay in the 
mission Wednesday. It meant 
an end to plans to land the 
spacecraft on the red planet on 
America’s bicentennial. 


Engineers today were remov­ 
ing the defective Viking, which 
had been scheduled for launch 
today, from atop a Titan- 
Centaur rocket to replace it 
with a sister spacecraft that 
had been set for launch 10 days 
after a planned Thursday lif­ 
toff. 


National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration plans 
now call for the second Viking 
to be launched first, on Aug. 24, 
and the repaired spacecraft to 
follow 10 days later, after the 
battery problem is corrected. 
The delay is expected to cost 
about $75,000 a day. 


Original plans called for a 
Viking lander to touch down on 
Mars on July 4, 1976, as part of 
the nation’s bicentennial cele­ 
bration. If the launch now takes 
place as planned, the lander 
will touch down two weeks 
later, Viking Program Manager 
James Martin said. 


The first launch originally 
was set for Monday but was 
postponed for three days after a 
faulty valve was discovered in 
the rocket’s first stage. 


Ford still undecided on 
appealing tariff ruling 


VAIL, Colo. (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford probably will not an­ 
nounce before Friday whether 
he will appeal a court ruling 
that his $2 tariff on imported oil 
is illegal, says press secretary 
Ron Nessen. 
The President meets today 
with Federal Energy Adminis­ 
trator Frank Zarb at his vaca­ 
tion home to discuss the court 
ruling and other energy policy 
decisions facing Ford. 
Zarb flew to Vail Wednesday 
for meetings with Ford and to 
deliver an address at the Vail 
Symposium on Energy, 


Ford also was working with 
speechwriters on an energy ad­ 
dress he will deliver Friday at 
the Vail Symposium on Energy. 


Nessen said Wednesday he 
assumes Ford will take the ap­ 
peals court ruling to the 
Supreme Court in order to es­ 
tablish his authority to impose 
the import fees, which he was 
considering removing. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer was scheduled to meet 
with Ford Friday to discuss an 
apparent breakthrough in U.S.- 
sponsored negotiations for an 
EgyptianI s r a e 1 i interim 
peace agreement. There were 
indications Ford might tell Kis­ 
singer to resume his shuttle 
diplomacy next week. 
The President played golf 
again Wednesday and met with 
10 of Colorado’s leading Repub­ 
licans at a reception at his 
home in the afternoon.

'newsletters' 


SACRAMENTO iU PI) - An 
effort to take away a potent re- 
election weap«» of incumbent 
lawmakers - their taxpayer 
financed "newsletters” to vot­ 
ers — was soundly rejected 
Wednesday at its first try in the 
Senate. 
The powerful Rules Commit­ 
tee voted 3-1 to shelve the 
measure (SB1027). The author, 
Sen. H.L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, grumbled it was a 
"sliw)erly, cute way of killing 
it.” 
The newsletters cost taxpay­ 
ers about $2.5 million last year 
for printing, mailing and com­ 
puter charges, legislative of­ 
ficials said. 
Richardson said the mailings 
give incumbents an "inordinate 
advantage” at election time, 
and told the committee: "Our 
job up here is not to give 
ourselves advantages over our 


challengers, at least not with 
taxpayer money.” 
Committee Chairman and 
Senate President Pro Tern 
James R. Mills, D-San Diego, 
later told a newsman it was 
clear the measure lacked sup­ 
port for approval so it was 
pigeonholed idenfinitely as a 
"gentle way..say, euthanasia.” 
Assemblymen are allowed 
five newsletter mailings during 
each two-year term. The 
average cost is 16,000 for each 
mailing to reach 50,000 to 60,000 
households in an Assem­ 
blyman’s district. Assembly 
newsletters are four pages long 
and are folded over to create 
their own envelope. 
Senate newsletters are more 
elaborate. Each contains a 
computer w ritten , “ in­ 
dividualized” cover letter and 
sometimes a computerized 
questionnaire.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
Senate committee has approved 
legislation sought by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. to wipe out 
some "special privilege’’ tax 
breaks allowed businesses and 
wealthy individuals. 
The two Assembly-passed 
measures, approved Wednes­ 
day, are half of the four-point 
tax program Brown outlined in 
his inaugural address. 
One bill (AB1206) would in­ 
crease taxes $25 million next 
year on preference income, 
such as capital gains, for about 
6,000 of the wealthiest Cali­ 
fornia taxpayers. 
The second is a proposed con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
(ACA23) that would allow the 
legislature to raise taxes on 
businesses by a simple majori­ 
ty vote, rather than the two- 


thirds margin now required 
If adopted by voters, the con­ 
stitutional change would put 
businesses on the same footing 
as individuals, whose taxes are 
now raised by a simple 
legislative majority. 
Sponsored by Assemblyman 
Joseph Montoya, D-La Puente, 
the measure was approved on a 
5-2 vote and sent to the Senate 
floor. 
Supporters say it could even­ 
tually lead to major tax reform 
in California Opponents argue 
it will mean more taxes for 
businesses and therefore higher 
costs for consumers. 
The preference income tax 
increase was aimed at those 
wealthy persons who "aren’t 
paying their fair share of 
burden of government.” said 
Assemblyman Daniel Boat­ 


wright. D-Concord, the author 
of the bill 
It was approved by the com­ 
mittee on a 5-1 vote and sent for 
a final Senate hearing before 
the Finance Committee. 
The complex measure deals 
with five specific types of in­ 
come which are given a 
generous "preference” tax 
rate. 
Instead of paying the 1 per 
cent-to-ll-per cent rate as with 
regular income, individuals 
now pay nothing on the first 
$30.000 of preference income 
and only 2‘4 per cent for 
amounts over that 
Preference income makes up 
some of what is commonly 
known as "tax shelters” and in­ 
cludes certain kinds of 
depreciation, 
depletion 
allowances, stock options. 


capital gains and reserves for 
bad debts. 
The Boatwright bill would 
lower the exclusion on tax-free 
preference income to from 
$30,000 to $4,000, or $8,000 for a 
married couple, and then im­ 
pose an increasing scale of 
taxes for greater amounts. The 
scale would be from one-half 
per cent to 5Ц per cent, exactly 
half the rate imposed on other 
income. 
A significant portion of Oie 
bill would restrict the common 
practice of outsiders investing 
in farm land so they can write 
off agricultural losses against 
other income.

Dugald Gillies of the Cali­

unbeatable 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - At­ 
torney General Evelle J. 
Younger says neither Ronald 
Reagan nor any other Republi­ 
can could beat President Ford 
in a California primary election 
showdown. 
"No one is going to take the 
nomination away from him," 
Younger said of Ford Wednes­ 
day 
Reagan has said he will an­ 
nounce whether he is a can­ 
didate for president sometime 
next year, and already a cam­ 
paign organization based in 
Washington is working on his 
behalf. Ford is expected to run 
in the California primary next 
June 
Younger, the only Republican 
statewide officeholder and a 
member of a California Ford 
campaign steering committee, 
said he believed that the 
President’s popularity and 
vote-getting potential were in 
"very good shape in Califor­ 
nia ’’ 
In response to a reporter’s 
question. Younger said, " I 
would anticipate that if there is 
a primary contest in California 
the President would win no 
matter who his competition is." 
"I think all that a primary 
fight might do is make the 
general election more difficult 
from the President’s stand­ 
point. but nobody is going to 
take the nomination away from 
him." Younger said. 
The attorney general, who en­ 
dorsed Ford’s election early in 
the game, said he was "very 
well aware" of the former 
governor’s popularity in Cali­ 
fornia. but added, " I still don't 
believe that Gov. Reagan is go­ 
ing to openly challenge the 
President." 
He said he had no "secret in­ 
telligence" on Reagan’s possi­ 
ble challenge, insisting, "that’s 
just my own personal opinion."

He said he understood 
Obledo's complaint and said 
some of the errors to be 
readvertised were "technical" 
but added that by refusing to 
spend $65,000 to publish correc­ 
tions, the state stands to lose 
millions of dollars. 
"It just doesn’t seem to me to 
be too unreasonable to publish 
an amendment so the citizens 
would know exactly what we 
are doing," he said.

The Senate-passed bill was 
opposed by the American Civil 
Liberties Union and the Cali­ 
fornia Peace Officers Associa­ 
tion. The ACLU said the bill 
likely would increase prison 
terms and the police officers 
group said it would result in 


"dangerous criminals" being 
released earlier than they 
otherwise would. 


Nejedly said "a lot more 
dangerous criminals" are being 
released now and added that 
prisoners might behave better 
if "they are treated like human 
beings" and were given fair 
release dates. 


However, he conceded that 
the bill would release 1.300 in­ 
mates next year who have 
served longer than the terms 
specified in his legislation 


Currently, each prisoner is 
given an indeterminate sent­ 
ence such as six months to life. 


Parole dates are established 
subsequently for each inmate 
by the Adult Authority or the 
women’s Board of Terms and 
Paroles 


Under the Nejedly bill, 
judges would impose prison 
terms of specific length, choos­ 
ing from a range of three possi­ 
ble sentences for each type of 
crime 


For example, assault with a 
deadly weapon is now punisha­ 
ble by an indeterminate sent­ 
ence from six months to life 
Nejedly’s bill would require a 
sentence of either two. three or 
four years.

Grain inspection scandal 
Farmers less than optimistic 
g j| | 
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probe still continuing 


despite rain in U.S. corn belt 


WASHINGTON (UPIl - A 
two-year probe that already has 
produced 60 indictments on 
charges involving corruption 
and fraud in grain inspection 
and export deals is still ex­ 
panding. 
But when it is finished there 
will be no assurance it won't 
happen again, says Sen. Dick 
Clark, D-Iowa, unless Congress 
approves a complete federal 
takeover of grain inspection. It 
now is handled primarily by 
government-licensed 
private 
and state agents. 
Administration officials indi­ 
cate they may propose more 
lim ited reform s involving 
strengthened federal supervi­ 
sion over private inspectors. 
The issue is important to the 
national economy as well as to 
farmers who supply the billions 
of dollars worth of grain flow­ 
ing into export markets annual­ 
ly, says Undersecretary of 
Agriculture J. Phil Campbell. 
If foreign buyers lose confi­ 
dence in the accuracy of 
American grain inspection and 
the quality of U.S. shipments, 
he says, they could turn to other 


suppliers in years of ample 
world grain supplies. 
"To have our foreign markets 
for grain cut off by dissatisfied 
foreign customers threatens 
our whole economy,” Campbell 
told a Senate hearing in June 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz said later, however, the 
controversy over corruption in 
grain inspection has been 
"overplayed." Butz argued that 
while even one case of corrup­ 
tion is too many, only 1 per cent 
of export grain cargoes in re­ 
cent years has produced quality 
complaints from abroad. 
Official concern about possi­ 
ble corruption and government 
inefficiency in supervising in­ 
spections began about two 
years ago after internal USDA 
audits and complaints about in­ 
spections in New Orleans, 
which handles more than one- 
third of the U.S. grain exports, 
valued at $12.5 billion a year. 
The Agriculture Department, 
which denies it was slow in 
moving on earlier reports of 
possible corruption, began an 
investigation in September.

Bringing home bacon 


not an easy task 


United Press International 
Bringing home the bacon is 
no easy task in these days of in­ 
flation and unemployment — 
and it’s getting harder. Bacon 
prices are skyrocketing. 


Harold Hill, general provi­ 
sions manager for Oscar Mayer 
& Co., headquartered at Madis­ 
on, Wis., says distributors are 
paying a record high $1.92 a 
pound for Oscar Mayer bacon, 
meaning a price of more than $2 
a pound at the checkout 
counter. 


A spokesman for George C. 
Hormel Co. packers of Austin, 
Minn., said prices were be­ 
tween $1.29 and $1.49 a pound a 
year ago and is now up to 
around $2.00 a pound. 
A spokesman for a major 


Atlanta-based grocery chain 
says bacon prices have gone up 
50 per cent in five months with 
Oscar Mayer bacon now selling 
at $2.18 and the chain’s own 
label selling at $1.78. 
"Hog prices were so cheap 
about a year ago that farmers 
killed off their brood sows so 
they are not producing any 
piglets," the spokesman said. 
"Basically what we are looking 
at now is a short crop. 
"There is very little bacon in 
the freezers.” 
Ed Smith, a spokesman for 
St. Louis National Stockyards 
in East St. Louis, 111., said 
prices are higher for all pork 
products. Wednesday’s top 
price for hogs was $60.50, he 
said — $1.50 off the record of 
$62.00 paid two years ago.

Pat Boyer, assistant Kansas 
agriculture secretary, concur­ 
red. 
"One-half to three-quarters 
of an inch of rain won’t do much 
more than wash the dust off the 
crops,” he said 
Hobbick said that despite the 
rain. Kansas farmers could be 
facing a drought as serious as 
that of 4974, which withered 
crops and killed livestock 
throughout the nation's mid­ 
lands 


"We have the makings of a 
similar disaster to last year," 
he said. 
Hobbick said that by Aug. 12, 


farmers had filed about 11,800 
drought disaster loss claims. 
By the same date during last 
summer's drought, he said, sl­ 
ightly more than 12,000 claims 
had been made. 
A quarter to three-quarters of 
an inch of rain dampened 
northern Kansas But Hobbick 
and others said more must 
follow if crops are to be saved.

Sleeping sickness claims 
lives of two in N.D. 


FARGO. N.D (UPI) - At 
least two persons have died of 
sleeping sickness and 93 others 
may have contracted the dis­ 
ease from mosquitoes lurking 
in the stagnant, flood-created 
pools of the Red River Valley. 
Authorities Wednesday urged 
valley residents to remain in­ 
doors after sunset, when the 
culex tarsalis mosquitoes come 
out to feed, and to wear protec­ 
tive clothing and use mosquito 
repellants. 
Officials have bombarded 
breeding areas in North Dakota 
and western Minnesota with 
pesticide sprays to try to 
diminish the mosquito popula­ 
tion. But the danger is not ex­ 


pected to end until a sharp frost 
kills mosquito larvae. 
Great pools of stagnant water 
have become breeding area for 
the virus-carrying insects. 
The mosquitoes, infected by 
wild birds, spread the virus — 
medically known as western 
equine encephalitis — to human 
beings and animals. 
The d eath s of G erhard 
Ulland. 78, of Fargo, and 
Melvin Fir. 81, of Milnor. N.D., 
were confirmed by laboratory 
tests as encephalitis-caused 
The disease also is suspected in 
the death of Teri Ray Wahl. 16. 
of Watford City. N.D,, who died 
in Yuma City. Ariz., 10 days 
after leaving her home. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Senate committee has unani­ 
mously approved a bill to 
rescue the bankruptcy-threat­ 
ened unemployment insurance 
fund by increasing employer 
contributions almost $600 mil­ 
lion. 
But before endorsing the 
measure (AB91) by Assembly­ 
man Alister McAlister, D-San 
Jose, on a 7-0 vote Wednesday 
night, the Industrial Relations 
Committee amended provisions 
of a labor-opposed bill into it 
despite McAlister’s objections 
For months, state officials 
and legislators have warned 
that because of higher benefits 
and rising unemployment, the 
fund would be overdrawn by 
$100 million in late 1976 As a 
result, the payroll contribution 
increase was amended into the 
McAlister bill last week. 
The bill, backed by the Brown 
adm inistration and labor, 
would raise an additional $599 
million in employer contri­ 
butions to keep the fund sol­ 
vent. There was no opposition 
to that provision before the In­ 
dustrial Relations Committee. 
However, labor representa­ 
tives opposed a bill (SB1002) by 
Sen. Newton Russell. R-Tujun- 
ga. to raise from $750 to $1,000 
the minimum amount of wages 
that must be earned annually 
for a person to become eligible 
for unemployment benefits. 
Russell reduced the in­ 
creased figure to $900 and won 
committee approval on a 6-0 


vote to amend his measure into 
the McAlister bill, which was 
forwarded to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
McAlister opposed adding 
Russell's bill to his measure, 
saying "I do not want to en­ 
cum ber my bill with that 
amendment.” He said such 
earning eligibility require­ 
m ents should be studied 
further. 
Currently, 
employer-paid 
premiums are made on the first 
$4.200 of an employe's wages. 
The McAlister bill would raise 
the level to the first $7,000 and 
increase the average premium 
rate from 3.1 to 3.5 per cent 
Also, the current maximum 
weekly payment of $90 would be 
increased to $104 under the bill. 
A rep resen tativ e of the 
California State Chamber of 
Commerce opposed increasing 
the weekly benefit payment at 
the same time employers were 
being asked to increase their 
contributions to the unemploy­ 
ment fund. 
John Henning, executive 
secretary-treasurer of the Cali­ 
fornia Labor Federation. AFL- 
CIO, said that during the 
current high unemployment, it 
was "unconscionable" to raise 
the minimum wage level for un- 


employment benefit eligibility. 
He said raising the level from 
$750 to $1.000 as Russell 
originally 
proposed would 
eliminate 73.000 persons from 
getting unemployment benefits.

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G M to hold hike 
in '76 model cars 


DETROIT (UPIi - General 
Motors will hold price hikes on 
its 1976-model cars to an 
average 1206 in hopes the lower- 
than-expected jump won t crip­ 
ple the auto industry’s slow 
recovery from its worst slump 
since the Depression 
The 4.4 per cent increase an­ 
nounced by the industry’s 
acknowledged pricing leader 
Wednesday is lower at the 
retail level than the average 6 
per cent — 6300 — that auto ex­ 
ecutives had talked about 
earlier this summer 
In the past two model years, 
the average car price has in­ 
creased by about 61.000, 
The price changes ranged 


from a 6206 decrease on the 
Chevrolet Monza Towne Coupe 
to an increase of 6806 on the 
sporty Chevrolet Corvette. 
GM’s top-of-the-line Cadillac 
Fleetwood 75 four-door limou­ 
sine jumped 6668 to 615.239 25. 
The GM pricing decision, an­ 
nounced minutes after reports 
from the four U S. automakers 
that early August new car sales 
fell 29 per cent from a year ago 
to a 14-year low. was expected 
to be followed by its com­ 
petitors 
American Motors 
already has begun shipping new 
models with increases averag­ 
ing COO a car 
GM said it was raising the 
price of optional equipment 6 
Car buyers turning 
to used car market 


United Press International 
Car buyers this summer ap­ 
parently aren't letting the 
threat of higher prices next 
year scare them into buying 
now They are turning to used 
cars, according to a UPI ran­ 
dom survey. 
“If it’s salable, it will sell If 
it's clean and in good shape, you 
can’t keep it on the lot at all,“ 
said Tom Felton Jr. at Johnson 
Ford in Houston. 
“When new 
car prices go up, used car 
prices go up 
Harry Runfola of Dan Creed 
Chevrolet in Buffalo, N.Y., says 
“people are still anesthetized 
by the 1975 increases,” 
In Pittsburgh. Bill Cleber of 
C&B Buick said prospects are 
buying now because they need a 
new car. not because of higher 
prices in a couple of months. 
New car prices probably 
won't go as high as the average 
6300 per vehicle increase talked 
about earlier this summer. 
General Motors then had set its 
1976-model prices an average 
6206 above final 1975-model 
prices. 
GM did raise its wholesale 
price to dealers by 5.9 per cent, 
an average of 6216 — meaning 
their profit margins (the dif­ 
ference between their cost and 
the suggested retail price) is 
smaller and they won't be 
knocking as much off the price 
to get a sale. 
In New England, two dealers 


said there has been resistance 
to price increases but that most 
customers have accepted the 
price jumps. 
John Walsh, general manager 
of Carlson’s Motor Sales in Con­ 
cord. N H , said he has noticed 
an increase in sales in the past 
three weeks, although some 


buyers are complaining about 
prices 
’’With electric bills, water 
bills and everything else going 
up. they’re beginning to accept 
it. though." he said. 
The reaction last year was 
just the opposite. Prices on the 
1974 models had already in­ 
creased close to 6600 in a 
stream of price announce­ 
ments, and the talk was of 
another 6500 jump. 
“Almost all the people in the 
world came in to buy the '74s 
before the ‘75s came out.” said 
Jerry Richardson, sales manag­ 
er of Richardson Chevrolet in 
Houston. “But business hasn’t 
changed that much since the an­ 
nouncements began this year.” 
Houston is one of the few 
areas of the nation that has es­ 
caped the recession and 
Richardson said business has 
been steady since April. Felton 
said he probably won’t have 
enough cars to meet his de­ 
mand 
But in most areas, it’s the 
used car business that’s hot 
right now. 


Chavez seeks probe 
of refugee workers 


MOORPARK. Calif. (U PI)- 
A spokesman for Cesar Chavez’ 
United Farm Workers of 
America has asked two U.S. 
senators to investigate the 
alleged use of 14 Vietnamese 
refugees to “break the strike of 
poor people in California.“ 


Eliseo Medina, director of 
UFW activities in Ventura 
County north of Los Angeles, 
sent telegrams Wednesday urg­ 
ing Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
and Harrison William, D-N.J., 
to investigate the recent em­ 
ployment of refugees at Egg 
City, the world’s largest egg 
farm. 


Medina also repeated previ­ 
ous charges that Egg City of­ 
ficials planned to hire more 
refugees to help replace some 
300 workers who walked off 
their jobs earlier this year in a 
labor dispute over the firing of 
one employe. The workers were 
represented by the Teamsters 
Union at the time, but the UFW 
took up their cause. 


The dispute broadened late 
last month with Julius Gold­ 
man, Egg City president who 
was a political refugee from 
Germany during World War II, 
noti/ied a refugee resettlement 
group called Food for the 
Hungry that he would find jobs 
for as many refugees as possi­ 
ble. 


The UFW asked Kennedy, 


chairman of the Senate Immi­ 
gration and Naturalization 
Committee, and William, chair­ 
man of the Senate Labor Com­ 
mittee. to investigate whether 
Food for the Hungry “violated 
its non-profit and nonpartisan 
status by supplying Vietnamese 
refugees to Egg City with full 
knowledge that a strike is in 
progress.” 


The cable asked for a probe of 
charges that local workers 
were fired to make room for the 
refugees and that officials of 
Egg City, Food for the Hungry 
and the Teamsters Union “con­ 
spired to deprive farm workers 
of their right to be represented 
by the union of their choice.” 


The UFW also suggested that 
Egg City might hire as many as 
M0 more refugees in the near 
future.

Davis warns of organized crime 


LOS ANGELES (UFI) - 
PoVct Chief Ed Davis, citing 
the recent killing of former 
Columbia basketball star Jake 
Molinas, charged Wednesday 
that organized crime has es­ 
tablished its “ first solid 
beachhead” in the nation's 
third largest city. 
Davis also suggested that 
county prosecutors have gone 
soft on pornography cases, set­ 
ting off a fight among un­ 
derworld figures hoping to ob­ 
tain control in the area, and he 
called on the FBI and the 
Federal Crime Strike Force to 
help his officers prevent further 
Mafia warfare. 
“Until we clean up pornogra­ 
phy or until one Mafia family 
gets control of the whole por- 
nography rack et in Los 
Angeles.” he predicted, “there 
probably will be a lot of other 
blood spread on the streets.” 
Davis made the comments at 
a news conference called in 
response to comments Tuesday 
by City Attorney Burt Pines 
suggesting that the outspoken 
chief was making inaccurate 
remarks that undermined re­ 
spect for law and order 
Pines later dismissed Davis* 
new statements as “innuendos 
and accusations ’ in the style of 
former mayor Sam Yorty and 


former Sen Joseph McCarthy, 
R-Wis 
Davis pointed to the killing of 
Molinas two weeks ago in the 
Hollywood Hills as the harbin­ 
ger of future violence involving 
the pornography business 
Molinas, an adult film dealer, 
was expelled from Columbia 
University in New York City in 
1953 and banned from pro 
basketball later in the decade 
when he admitted placing bets 
on games involving his team, 
the old Fort Wayne. Ind., 
Pistons In the 1960s he was 
convicted on charges involving 
a college basketball betting 
scandal. 
Davis said police investiga­ 
tors had learned that Molinas 
owed nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars to an under­ 
world group at the time of his 
death 
Chief Davis also criticized 
Pines, other city attorneys in 
Los Angeles County and acting 
District Attorney John Howard 
for their alleged reluctance to 
prosecute pornography dealers. 
“Now in Orange County.” he 
insisted, “you have a very 
vigorous prosecution of pornog­ 
raphy and you have a much 
lower level of pornography. So 
it's the spirit of the prosecutori­ 
al agencies “ 


Pines admitted later that his 
office has not taken every por­ 
nography case to trial, partially 
because of his campaign 
promise to relax prosecution of 
so-called victimless crimes 
He also suggested that many 
pornography arrests involve 
popcorn vendors, clerks and 
ticket takers, and suggested 
that police concentrate their 
arrests instead on “the big 
boys” with a vested interest in 
the pornographic businesses in­ 
volved 
At another point in the news 
conference. Davis defended 
police officers accused of racial 
discrimination in law enfor­ 
cement 
The chief said a recent study 
in the city showed that “more 
white people were shot fatally 
by police officers last year than 
black people, so we don't dis­ 
criminate.” 
He then suggested that it was 
not valid to counter that argu­ 
ment with statistics showing

gets state approval 


NCAA opposes 


distribution 


of tv revenue 


CHICAGO (UPI) — The policy-making 
Council of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association will oppose "in the 
strongest terms” efforts to force dis­ 
tribution of revenue from bowl games, 
football tv and its basketball tournament 
to all members instead of competing 
teams. 


Decision for the council stand on the 
three amendments, proposed by Presi­ 
dent Stephen Horn of Long Beach State, 
came at meetings prior to the opening of 
the convention W ednesday. The 
meetings were called to vote on more 
than 70 proposals which could cut costs 
as much as 320 million. 


Two proposals would distribute 
revenue from bowl games and television 
to all schools participating in football, 
while the third would distribute all 
basketball tournament revenue among 
Division I basketball schools. 


NCAA President John Fuzak seriously 
questioned the proposals. 
"While the proposals might improve 
the economic condition of many institu­ 
tions in two divisions,” he said, "they 
will seriously undermine the economic 
position of a majority of those institu­ 
tions and conferences in Division 1.” 


BRUSSELS (U PI) - The Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee is expected 
to step into the dispute which threatens 
to rob 100 million viewers across the 
world of television pictures from the 
Montreal Olympic Games, according to 
IOC sources. 
The dispute is between the Montreal 
organizing committee (COJO) and the 
world’s broadcasting networks outside 
North America. Negotiations over the 
fee for television broadcast rights broke 
down Wednesday in Geneva and a 
spokesman for the European Broad­ 
casting Union said it was "the end of the 
road.” 


COJO is demanding $18 million for the 
television rights and the networks have 
offered |9.3 million jointly as their last 
figure. No further talks are scheduled 
and even if some agreement is reached 
at a later date, coverage will be restrict­ 
ed because there is now not enough time 
to fulfill the technical requirements. 


The only company to have signed an 
agreement with COJO, apart from the 
Canadian Broadcasting Company, is 
ABC which bought the U.S. rights for $25 
million. 


Radio broadcasts of the Games will go 
ahead as scheduled. 
But IOC sources said that both sides in 
the dispute will come under pressure un­ 
less some agreement was worked out. 
COJO, facing a growing deficit in its 
budget, badly needs the revenue to 
balance its books. The IOC will apply 
pressure because it normally receives a 
share of the televisiun fee which it 
shares with the’ international sports 
federations and national Olympic com­ 
mittees to help run affairs in the four 
years in between the Games. 
The networks may come under pres­ 
sure from the public which will want to 
see the Olympics and which has become 
accustomed to better presented and 
more comprehensive coverage of sports 
events during the last decade. 
The world-wide networks, which in­ 
clude the European Broadcasting Union, 
the Eastern European Intervision, and 
the Asian, South American and Arab 
Television Unions, expected an audience 
of more than 100 million next July. 
COJO officials argued that with that 
kind of audience, their fee was perfectly 
reasonable and amounted to about 10 
cents for each viewer’s set.

Duane Thomas is looking for 
a home again and this time the 
only site available may be in 
the World Football League. 
Thomas, the controversial 
running back who once was be­ 
ing touted as a second Jimmy 
Brown, has been unable to 
come to contract terms with 
Washington after playing out 
his option and Wednesday the 
Redskins announced that he is 
free to make his own deal. 
There might not be any 
takers—in the National Foot­ 
ball League, at least. Thomas is 
asking a six-figure contract and 
not many clubs are willing to 
risk that much money on a back 
who, despite his tremendous 
potential, has done very little 
the past few seasons. 
"We told him Tuesday and we 
told him twice before, he is free 
to go to another club," said club 
executive Tim Temarario. “If 
he can work out an arrange- 


ment with a team, all they have 
to do is phone and we’ll reach 
an agreement (for compen­ 
sation). We won’t stand in his 
way. It would be a very simple 
procedure. 
"George Allen has made it 
plain—D^ane is not included in 
our future plans.” 
The 28-year-old Thomas was 
Dallas’ No. 1 draft pick in 1970 
and starred as a rookie. But a 
series of incidents on and off 
the field sent him into disfavor 
and he sat out the 1972 season 
rather than play for New 
England or San Diego. 
Allen, who prides himself on 
his ability to handle so-called 
"problem players” , gave up 
two high draft picks for the 
former West Texas State star. 
But Thomas carried just 127 
times for 442 yards in two years 
with the Redskins. 
The obvious road is to the new 
WFL, which is hungry for top 
talent, but it’s doubtful any club 


has enough money to pay what 
Thomas wants. And it’s also 
doubtful that Thomas will play 
for the $500 a game and profit 
sharing plan set up by WFL 
Commissioner Chris Hem- 
meter.

General McAuliffe 
services set today 


WASHINGTON (D P I) - 
Gen Anthony McAuliffe. the 
American paratrooper who said 
• Nuts” to the Nazis in their last 
desperate offensive of World 
War II. became irritated in 
lite r years by repeated 
references to his one word mes­ 
sage 


But the pithy reply to sur­ 
render demands in the World 
War II Battle of the Bulge 
earned McAuliffe his place in 
military history. 


He was to be buried today 
with full military honors at 
Arlington National Cemetery. 
McAuliffe died at Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center 
Monday of leukemia, the 
hospital announced Wednesday. 
He was 77. 


The small but spunky com­ 
mander of the 101st Airborne 
Division sent his famous 
answer to the commander of 
German troops surrounding his 
position at Bastogne, Belgium, 
in December. 1944. 
With American forces in the 
area outnumbered four to one. 
the German command sent one 
of its officers carrying a white 
flag to McAuliffe’s position ask­ 
ing for a surrender. 
McAuliffe wrote one word - 
"Nuts” — on a piece of paper 
and gave it to a courier to take 
to the German 
“ What does that mean?” the

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German asked 
“ It means ‘go to hell’.” the 
courier said. 
The Allies overcame the 
German attack, and the Nazis 
last desperate offensive was 
crushed 
But McAuliffe pre­ 
ferred to reminisce about his 
troops rather than his reply He 
once told UPI correspondent 
James L Kilgallen: “ I was 
prouder of the way we con­ 
ducted the battle when sur­ 
rounded by Nazi divisions than 
of the answer to the German 
demand.” 
A 1919 graduate of the U.S. 
Military Academy at West 
Point. McAuliffe served in the 
military for 38 years before 
retiring in 1956 as commanding 
general of the U.S. Army in 
Europe 
McAuliffe joined the Ameri­ 
can Cyanamid Co. in New York 
as vice president for engineer­ 
ing and construction, retiring 
from the firm at the age of 65 in 
1963 
He then moved with his wife 
Helen to Chevy Chase. Md. The 
couple had two children — a 
son. John, and a daughter. 
Patricia Ann. 


Quakes rattle 
Palm Springs 


PASADENA. Calif. (U PI) - 
Two earthquakes two minutes 
apart rattled the Palm Springs 
area today, but there were no 
reports of damage. 
The Caltech Seismological 
Laboratory said the first quake, 
at 1:09 a m PDT registered 4.0 
on the Richter scale and was 
centered 14 miles northeast of 
Palm Springs 
The second one hit in the 
same area at 1:11 a.m. and 
registered 3.7. 
There were no reports of 
damages. 
A spokesman at the Palm 
Springs sheriff’s office said the 
tremors were felt in the sur­ 
rounding areas of Cathedral 
City. Desert Hot Springs and 
Rancho Mirage. 
Another quake, also measur­ 
ing 4 0, shook the Tehachapi 
Mountains about 9:30 p.m 
Wednesday. Caltech described 
the tremor as "light” and said 
it was centered 25 miles south 
of Bakersfield. 
There were no injuries or 
damage reported and Bakers­ 
field police said they received 
no calls from residents.

Mediator offers plan to 
end paper industry strike 


VANCOUVER, B.C. (UPI) - 
A special m ediator has 
proposed a $1.55 per hour pay 
hike over two years plus cost- 
of-living increases in an at­ 
tempt to end a four-week strike 
paralyzing British Columbia’s 
pulp and paper industry. 
Unions and employers im­ 
mediately went behind closed 
doors to study the plan 
suggested Wednesday. 
The proposals fell short of de­ 
mands by the striking Canadian 
Paperworkers Union and the 
Pulp. Paper and Woodworkers 
of Canada for a one-year in­ 
crease of $1.50 an hour from the 
present base rate of $5.10. The 
International Woodworkers of 
America, which is legally en­ 
titled to strike but has not yet 
done so, sought $1 an hour 
more. 
The employers offered only 
cost-of-living adjustments, say­ 
ing they faced “ sharply declin­ 
ing productivity in every sec­ 
tor.” 
Neither side is bound to ac­ 
cept the report. 


Justice Henry Hutcheon of 


the provincial supreme court, 
who was appointed mediator 
July 12, four days before the 
strike started, recommended a 
hike of 80 cents an hour in the 
first year of a two-year con­ 
tract plus a cost-of-living 
allowance of 24 cents an hour.

Police said the injured were 
struck by wond-bome objects 
while they worked at the Erie 
County fairgrounds 
Hamburg police said “ one 
real good gust of wind” also 
overturned two 40-foot trailers 
at the fairgrounds.

Balloon flight leads 
to scientific discovery 


BERKELEY. Calif (UPI) - 
A two-day balloon flight 130,000 
feet above Sioux City. Iowa, has 
led to what may be one of the 
major scientific discoveries of 
the century — the existence of a 
magnetic particle with only one 
pole. 


Scientists at the University of 
California Wednesday night an­ 
nounced the discovery of what 
they believe is the track of an 
elementary particle that 
physicists have been searching 
for since 1931 — a magnetic 
monopole. 


It could take several years to 
confirm the discovery, accord­ 


ing to Dr. Buford Price, but its 
existence would open up a new 
world of matter and energy for 
scientists. 
Potential uses of the mono­ 
pole are tremendous, the scien­ 
tists said, and include particle 
accelerators of much higher 
energy than any yet built, ex­ 
tremely small and efficient 
motors and generators, new 
therapies to fight such diseases 
as cancer, and new sources of 
energy. 
In looking for monopoles, 
physicists have examined ev­ 
erything from ocean floor 
minerals to moon rocks picked 
up by Apollo astronauts. 


ing from the south to the north 
rim of Pacoima Canyon and

Tuesday on suspicion of arson 
in connection with the blaze. He 
was arrested near the area 
Saturday, shortly after the 
blaze started. 


Another crew of firefighters, 
meanwhile, contained another 
blaze in the San Bernardino 
National Forest some 75 miles 
east of the main fire. The 
smaller fire, set accidentally by 
a welder’s torch, blackened 400 
acres of brush in the hills 
behind the old Arrowhead Spr­ 
ings Hotel above the city of San 
Bernardino.

A reader from Nebrasks asks 
us to describe the rule of 11. 
When a player leads the 
fourth-best card of a suit, he 
holds three higher cards.

The Ethics Committee 


It may not come as a great 
surprise to many citizens be- 
ing as how th e S t a t e 
Legislature works strange in 
many ways, but it has come to 
light this week that the 
Legislature’s Ethics Commit­ 
tee has only convened for one 
investigation since it was 
created in 1967 and now there 
is some strong sentiment for 
its abolishment. 
It is an obscure committee, 
granted, composed of three 
se n a to r s and three a s ­ 
semblymen who are charged 
with investigating “verified 
complaints’’ by citizens. No 
such complaint has ever been 
filed and the sole investigation 
was conducted at the request 
of two lawmakers who wanted 
their names cleared. They 
were. 
If the committee does act, it 
can conduct hearings and 
make a public report that is 
forwarded to the state at­ 
torney general. The commit­ 
tee can take no disciplinary 
action against fellow law­ 
makers. 


The panel can only in­ 
vestigate charges that a law­ 
maker violated conflict of in­ 
terest statutes or otherwise 
engaged in an activity that 
“substantially interferes or is 
in conflict with the perfor­ 
mance of his duties as a 
legislator.’’ 
The current chairman of the 
com m ittee. Sen. Robert 
Stevens, says the committee 
has “no teeth’’ and that if a 
lawmaker was investigated 
and cleared, critics would 
charge “it is just the buddy 
s y s t e m 
w or k in g 
— 
a 
whitewash.’’ 
Perhaps individual citizens 
have not filed “verified com­ 
plaints’’ with the committee 
but over the years there have 
been many a story concerning 
legislators’ activities which 
needed a review by the panel. 
'The whole problem with the 
Ethics Committee’s function 
is that it was set up by the 
legislators themselves in such 
a manner that it could never 
have any teeth. They just 
didn’t want it that way.

Honor system 


California’s lobbyists at the S^te 
Capitol have been placed on their 
"honor.” That is the import of a recent 
ruling by the Fair Political Practices 
Commission. 
It had been asked whether campaign 
contributi<His by an employer made on 
the advice of his lobbyist would c(M1- 
sUtute a violation of Uie new Political 
Reform Act of 1974. The law prohibits 
lobbyists from contributing to cam­ 
paigns. His employers however are per­ 
mitted to do so within Uie limits es­ 
tablished by law. 
'The thrust of the question was whether 
or not merely advising an employer that 
a particular legislator was considered 
worthy would constitute "arranging” a 
contribution. 
Despite the fact that a Los Angeles 
Superior Court earlier this year had 
ruled that arranging meant acting as a 
middleman or broker and Uiat merely 
advising was not a law violati(Hi, the 
FPPC has ruled opposite. In its view 
such advice is illegal. 
Since the decision specifically exempts 
discussions of voting records, the com­ 
mission has conceded its decision will 
have to be judged on a subjective basis! 
“We are confident that the lobbyist 
who communicates with his employer is 
cognizant of his motives for doing so and 
will be able to conform his conduct to the 
standards,” the decision held. 'The com- 
missim indicated it is hoping for volun­ 
tary c(»npliance. The honor system. 


mission is. What in the world does it 
think lobbyists are doing in Sacramento 
if they are not keeping their employers 
fully informed of their efforts? Is it con­ 
ceivable that a lobbyist would not tell his 
boss which l^islators support their pwi- 
tion and which do not? Does it think 
those who hire lobbyists will donate to 
the campaigns of those who cmisistenUy 
oppose their goals? 
In defending its contrary ru l^ the 
commission cited a court decision up­ 
holding the Hatch Act which stated "it is 
essential to the naUonal interest that 
federal service depend upon meritorious 
performance rather than political in­ 
fluence.” 
That citation shows how far off the 
trolley is the commission’s thinking. For 
the decision cited refers to civil service 
employes. Elected officials are not in 
that category. Our whole election system 
is one of political influence. That is the 
name of the game and ^ in g to take 
politics out of politics is like taking 
lemons out of lemonade. 
As for the honor system implied in the 
hope for voluntary compliance they have 
to be kidding. That is not to say that lob­ 
byists are not as honorable as any other 
group of citizens. Because they live in a 
world where one must rely upon the 
word of another, the lobbyists are 
probably above average in the honor 
department. Which raises the question of 
what was all the fuss about and why was 
the new law needed?

Horatius at the bridge 


WASHINGTON - "When the goodman 
mends his armor, and trims his helmet’s 
plume; 
When the goodwife’s shuttle merrily 
goes flashing through the loom;

How well Horatius kept the bridge in 
tlie brave days of old.”

(^airman Arthur F. 
Bums of the Federal 
Reserve Board is too 
modest to cast himself 
in the role of Horatius 
at the bridge, standing 
off the dread forces of 
inflaUon. 
Yet the part he is 
playing, a lonely part 
in the midst of huge 
federal deficits and 
rising prices, bears some resemblance to 
that of the legendary hero saving R(Mne 
from the invading Etruscans. 
The bankers in New York accused 
Bums of setting off the recession when 
he turned down the money supply in ear­ 
ly 1974. Now the suspicion is that by shut­ 
ting off the money valve again he is 
throttling the recovery that had 
promised to md the economic slide. 
The chairman, one of the most power­ 
ful men in America, is bothered by this 
not at all. Deliberately puffing on his 
pipe, his speech almost rustic in its 
ca(tence, he talks about the perils of big 
government spending and continuing 
huge deficits. 
But this is not scare talk. Scare talk is 
not Bums’ style. He considers himself a 
moderate and his goal is to cool inflation 
by moderating the great money 
aggregate. 
In his view, the predicted rate of 5 per 
cent to 7 per cent rise in inflation by the 
end of the year is still far too high, 
although he quickly adds that it is a lot 
better than Uie double-digit inflation of 
last year. 
His mail from out in the country in­ 
dicates support for his policy. The 
stockbrokers may not like it, as they cer­ 
tainly don’t like the conUnuing decline of 
the stock market. But even the big 
banks. Bums believes, are coming to see 
the wisdom of moderation. 
An economist himself, he has little use 
for most economists. They talk in 
abtruse terms about theories that have 
slight relation to reality. Facts, Uiat’s 
wlKt you must deal with, price levels, 
consumer spending, housing costs. It is 
such hard facts that escape the theories 
of the professional economists. 
Bums realizes that he is a rather lone­ 
ly figure at the moment in which toe 
Congress is pushing large spending 
measures and the Administration is c<m- 
cemed lest toe budding recovery be nip­ 
ped off. Tliis does not daunt him as he 
points out the inflationary forces even 
beyo^ the announced deficit of $60 


billion, by Administration calculation, in 
the next fiscal year. The deficit fi^re 
rises to $69 billi(Mi, by CcMigress’ figuring. 
One example of toese inflationary forces 
he predicts is the off-budget deficit of $14 
billion in various govemmoit lending 
agencies. 
The chairman’s skepticism takes in 
the nation’s leading bankers. A delega­ 
tion came down to see him to urge his 
backing for a Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation which, similar to that of the 
early ‘30s, was designed to cushion the 
DepressKMi. 
'They saw an opportunity to unload 
every bad debt they had, said Bums, puf­ 
fing away at his pipe. He answered with 
an emphatic no. 
Early in New York City’s crisis 
several bankers accompanied Mayor 
Abraham Beame in an appeal to the 
c^irman for the board’s support. Again 
he said no, realizing that backing a 
rescue (^raticMi for New York would 
mean a half dozen other cities at 
desperaticMi’s door asküig for similar 
help. 
Testifying before the congressional 


Joint Economic Committee, Bums was 
forthright: 
“The Federal Reserve has no intention 
of permitting rates of increase of 
monetary aggregates as high as those in 
the second quarter to continue... The 
business and financial community which 
is highly sensitive to monetary growth 
rates, might well have concluded that 
the federal reserve is releasing a new 
wave of inflation. Any such interpreta­ 
tion by market participants could have 
had damaging effects on economic 
prospects at this stage of the business 
cycle.” The phrase Bums uses as a sl­ 
ogan for his policy is "sustainable 
prosperity.” An economic revival based 
on more inflation inevitably must be 
short-lived and must end with an even 
worse collapse, as he sees it. 
His scorn covers the frequent 
prophecies of prosperity that come out of 
the Administration. No matter what the 
temporary hurt, he is steering straight 
ahead to damp down the inflationary 
fires. If this is not stout Horatius at the 
bridge he is the nearest thing we have to 
that stalwart.
